U. S. NOT RATIONED 


Ottawa, April 1 — (CP) — A new 
day dawned for Canadian motorists 
today as service stations across“the 
country opened for business pre- 
pared to sell gasoline only to driv- 
ers with ration coupons. 

It was the first compulsory ra- 
tioning of any commodity by the 
coupon system imposed in Canada 
during the Second Great War, 
though an honor-rationing system 
has been applied to all sugar pur- 
chases and many buylng restric- 
tions are in effect coverfng a wide 
range of products.

A last-minute rush to buy gaso- 
line before rationing came into ef- 
fect was reported in some Canadian 
cities yesterday. In Toronto one 
service station was so busy & po- 
Uceman had to regulate traffic. 
Commercial Vehicles Not Limited 

Drivers of commercial vehicles as 
well as owners of passenger cars 
require ration coupons from today to 
buy gasoline. But the rationing 
scheme as outlined at present does 
not limit the amount commercial 
vehicles may use. 

Gasoline rationing is only one of 
the restrictions confronting motor- 
{sts in the dominion. Munitions 
Minister Howe has announced that 
new tires will not be available when 
the existing ones are worn out. It 
1s reported also that-retreading of 
fires wil syon be banned for cars in 
non. categories. ; 

Tt was announced in Washington

Hepburn Says Improvement 
Follows Attack on the 
Disease Begun in 1937 


BLOOD BANK INCREASES 


Toronto, Apr. 2 (CP)—Ontario's 
1941 tuberculosis death rate reached 
the all-time low of 26.7 death per 
100,000 population, Premier Hepburn 
informed the legislature today in his 
budget speech. He said this “steady 
improvement” followed an attack on 
the disease launched in 1987, 





previous four years, for materials for 
immunization of adults and children 
against these diseases. 

Good Results In Paresis. 

Mr, Hepburn reported “outstand- 
ing success” in the program the de- 
partment launched two years ago 
to treat by artificial fever the late 
disabling results of paresis, which 
resulted in large numbers of patients 
being admitted to mental! institu- 
tions, hospitals for incurables or 
otherwise becoming economic labill- 
tles. 

To date, 95 patients admitted to 
Ontario mental hospitals have been 
released following treatment and 88 
per cent have become self-support- 
Ing. The treatment has since been 
extended to a number of general 
hospitals throughout the province in 
order to prevent development of the 
late crippling result of this disease, 
he said.

Ontario Budget Speech 

-Premier Hepburn’s wartime budget 
reflected the . struggle going on in the 
world between the forces of democracy 
and security and the marauder Axis pow- 
ers. Ontario will live within its income, he 
baid. He promised the people that there 
would be no new taxes and no changes in 
the present levies. The year ending 
March 31st this year-closes with a surplus 
of $1,383,552. Hog and cheese bonuses 
remain and while they have cost the 
province $2,086,474, they are, he said “a 
good investment on the part of Old Man 
Ontario’s war effort.” Municipalities will 
receive one mill subsidy as in past years. 
Speaking of the conditions of the present 
day and “this regimented economy” he 
declared that the Government was com- 
pelled to provide for the coming fiscal 
year by budgeting for a surplus of 
$473,613: 

The people of Ontario were praised by 
the Premier for their patriotism and 


' spirit of self-sacrifice and he said he was 


confident that “unprecedented world 
events will arousé the people of Ontario 
to the appalling dangers -which threaten 
their homes and their altars.” That they 
would prove themselves “worthy of the 
rock from which they are hewn,” he 
declared is his earnest hope and 
confidence, e 

In spite of the war Ontario mineral pro- 
duction is advancing and° will this year 
\(1942) be the highest in history. . There 
was reference to the importance of the 
examination of deposits of possible war 
materials, especially copper and 
manganese. : 

The Province has co-operated with the 
Department of -National Defence by 
putting at the disposal of the federal 
authorities no less than 138 buildings for 
war purposes, 

There was no announcement of high- 
way constrpction. for the year and the 


‘estimated outlay for highways was set at 


$12,157,800, which is nearly | five 
million dollars-lower than in the previous 
year. | ; : 

-News that will please municipalities 
everywhere is that their financial position 
has further improved and that*the gross 
debenture debt had been reducéd during 
the year a little over twelve million 
dollars. The total debt at the end of the 
fiscal year was $353,575,000 compared 
with $483,952,000 at the end of 1934 
when the Hepburn administration w 
elected, Mr. Hepburn said.

CONDITIONS GOOD 
IN WEST INDIES 


Trade jn 1941 Better Than 
for Many Years and Em- 
ployment General 


Ottawa, April 4 (CP)—Economic 
conditions in the West Indies were 
better in 1941 than for many years 
and on the basis of volume of trace 
resulted in the best year ever ex- 
perlenced by Canadian shippers, G. 
A. Newman, Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner in Port of Spain, said in a 
report to the Department of Trade 
and Commerce, 

Government-controlled prices for 
sugar and cotton, two of the main 
agricultural products of these col- 
onies, were considerably higher than 
in pre-war years, and in the 
dustrial colonies of Trinidad, 
British Guiana the wartime demand 
for off and bauxite maintained full 
employment in these industries, Mr 
Newman said. 

‘The general purchasing power of 
the colored population was greatly 
increased in the colonies of Antigua, 
St. Lucia, Trinidade and British 
Gulana through their employment in 
construction of United States bases. 

“Canada's share of imports, con- 
sisting mainly of essential mater- 
fals, continued to advance, purchases 
by Trinidad increasing by 82 per 
cent above the 1940 figure, which 
Was 91 per cent above that for 1939” 
Mr. Newman said. “Whether this 
strong upward movement can be 
maintained in 1942 will depend u; 
the supply of Canadian goods for 
export and the available shipping 
space.” . 


“CORRESPONDENT EXPELLED 


Stockholm, April 4 —(AP)— Karl 
Axel Tunberger, correspondent for 
the Stockholm newspaper Dagens 
Nyheter, has been expelled from 
Norway because, he said, Maj.

CHECK UP SPEEDING 


Cttawa, April 7. (CP) — The 
Canadian Army has stepped into 
line with gasoline and tire conser- 
vation programs with instructions 
for elimination of “uneconomical 
and unnecessary operations of all 
military transport vehicles” and 
stringent speed regulations govern- 
ing travel in army vehicles. 

The instructions were issued by 
Defence Minister Ralston and sent 
to all district officers commanding 
in Canada by the Quarter-Master- 
General, Maj.-Gen. J. P. Mac- 
Kenzie. 

Any army statement seid: 

“The maximum spe-d of - anv 
load-carrying vehicles has been 
Uumited to 25 miles an hour, and on 
passenger vehicles, 40 miles ap 
dour under any condition. Person- 
nel proceeding on duty from thelr 
stations must not use miullitary 
transport for journeys when sult- 
able train or bus-servicc exists”. 

District. officers commanding 
have been instructed to issue orders 
immediately that every clfort be 
exerted to conserve tires and gaso- 
line. Where necessary, disciplinary 
action will be taken against any 
misuse, speeding and unfecessary 
employment of vehicles that comes 
to the attention of officers com: 
manding and no infracticns are to 
be condoned.

Average Clip 

‘This would mean that an average 
clip of clean Ontario wool worth 
$25 s hundredweight in 1941 would 
be about $28 at the nearest 
warehouse in 1942. 

Set charges payable to middle- 
men are belng established by the 
Wool Board for the protection of 
the farmer, who will receive the 
entire amount of the set price 
when he delivers his wool at the 
nearest warehouse.

Government Program 


The program is part of govern- 
ment precautions against the pos- 
sible cut-off tn imported supplies 
due to war developments.

Five Escape Fire

Over the Western Pacific as a 
whole, however, Japan still has su- 
periority of plane strength and 
may have it for months. 

Unfortunately one theatre in 
which “the Japanese have” under- 
taken a determined campaign is one 
where there is no prospect of aerial 
reinforcements — the S. 

If the Japanese decide to take 
Bataan at any cost they can bring 
such ruthless pressure against the 
American-Pilipino forces that even- 
tually they must fall back en the 
fortress of Corregidor, 

The Japanese apparently want to 
end the main Philippines campaign 
‘before the rainy season which be- 
gins in two or three weeks. 

Similarly heavy May rains in Bur-, 
ma will impede aerial fighting and 
flood the valleys over which any 
advance to India must be made. 

If Japan’s Burma campaign and 
her Australian campaign go too 
slowly, Tokyo may seek new fields 
of conquest. .

So far the names used have 
een associated with the first war with 
the Central Powers, the present being 
called by some the Second World War or 
Second Great War. In the former war the 
Germans and. Austrians were called the 
Central Powers, the opposing nations the 
‘Allies. In-this war there has been more 
‘definiteness in reaching a name for the 
groups of belligerents, than in providing 
one for. the war. itself. The aggressor 
nations are called the Axis Powers while 
the nations fighting the Axis are called 
the United Nations, that title having come 
into use as a result of the treaty of the 26 
“nations signed last December. They are 
not so often called the Allies though that 
name still sticks. Se Ps 
For the war itself a new name may be 
created. What people of today. may call 
it posterity may reject. As one looks over 
the catalogue of wars of the-past, the 
.names seem fitting as in the case of 
The Hundred Years’ War, Thirty Years’ 
War, Seven Years’ War, War of the 
Spanish Succession, the Napoleonic Wars.

HERO GETS CENSURE 
But it may be that in placing. the blame 
where it belongs, on Germany, as the basis 
and source of all these woes, time may 
name the wars the First and Second 
German or Germanic Wars. But this 
would leave out the criminal Japanese as 
associates of the Huns, and it would not 
fnclude Italy. ; : 

Some people might favor the name the 
Wars of Aggression or Wars of the 
‘Aggressors. In the time of the Napoleonic 
‘Wars the struggle was called the War of 
Liberation. For such reason the final name 
ofthe war now raging may rest with the 
spirit of ‘the nations fighting to preserve 
democracy. Butswhat such a name might 
be, it is difficult to say. 

Mr. Roosevelt does not seek the final

Although he rose from captain to 
a brigade genera] with a Distis- 
guished Service Medal in the last 
war, Johnson died technically a pri- 
vate. President Roosevelt last April 
30 refused his reappointment as a 
United States Army Reserve offi- 
cer. 

Gen. Johnson came to national 
fame in 1933 when he stormed across 
the United States organizing the 
National Recovery Administration 
— the recovery period of 
codes of practice for and 
industry to keep prices and wages 
from being deflated. , 

He assailed as “Chiselers,” “Tor- 
fes,” and “Traitors” all those who 
refused to ¢o-operate with him. 
When his N.R.A. was in full swing 
he estimated it had made 3,000,000 
jobs and = increased the country’s — 
purchasing power by $3,000,000,000 
& year. 


In May, 1935, the Supreme Court 
declared the N.R.A. setup uncon- 
stitutional and Johnson resigned, 
explaining that his blue eagle now 
was a “sick chicken” 

Often Criticized Gov't. 

Impatient of restraint, the gen- 
eral had quarrelled frequently with 
fellow New Deal officials. He often

Hitler received on Monday his. birth- 
day the gift of a globe. which is said to 
have been made in 1350, just 142 years 
before Columbus discovered America, and 
does not show the New World. Well might 
Hitler wish there was no western hemi- 
sphere for some of-the punishment that is 

_ coming to him and his benighted crew’ is 
already on the way from America. 

Just as the old globe gives a very vague 
view of the world of 1350, so does Hitler’s 
mad dream appear more and more hazy 

- and vague. Well might he wish to go-back 
* six hundred years. and try to forget that 
this world has long outgrown Germany, 

: ¥f he will think of it, Hitler will find 
that Germany, was never.a colonizer. She 
expended nothing in-early exploration and 
discovery but left it to the British, French, 
Dutch, Spanish and Portuguese to find 
new Jands and settle them. 

But Germany” had another way. She 
would rob the rest of the world when the 
nations had developed civilization. She 
bulldozed Denmark, Austria and France 
by war in a few brief years in the sixties 
and seventies of the nineteenth century, 
though really German aggression began 
with Frederick of Prussia who started to 
encroach on the other German states, In 
the nineteenth century she secured 
colonies and she lost them for her crimes 
in the first Great War. Now again she is at 
the work of trying-to loot the-world. 

The German way is more sinister than 
that of the savage, than the law of the 
jungle—it is anarchy of morality, it is 
the law of the gangster. The old maker of 
that globe in 1350 had never seen so vile 

“a policy as that of Hitler in the twentieth 
cenury. Had he looked for something like 
the Fuehrer he would have gone back nine 
centuries to’ look up Attila the Hun. 

But the old globe, though it does not 
mark America, cannot blot out the mighty 
nations of the world in the western 
hemisphere, where Hitler has not a friend. 

. Everywhere on these -two continents is 
detestation of the unspeakable Hun and 
his associates. 

The world owes a_ vast debt to the 
explorer nations, the colonizers who have 
enriched the. world: and expanded the 
vision of mankihd. Fortunately the colon- 
jes they founded stand as towers of 
strength for justice and freedom. 

Hitler must face this fact. He cannot 
turn time and tide back to 1350, He 
cannot domineer the world with his brutal 

“methods and policies which are more 
antiquated than the bow and arrow and 
spear as weapons of warfare. The world of 
democracy and justice will condemn’ him 
and his satellites. He offers only a de-

A “Yes’ vote means—well, perhaps the 
issue at stake has been set forth in no 
better'terms than by Mr, R. B. Hanson, 
Leader of the Opposition, in an address 
recently, Here is what he said:— 


“The issue ‘is vital. It is simple. If 
the people of Canada refuse to release 
the Government they will be saying 
this; no matter. what emergency may 
face this country; no matter what 
dangers face our national existence—no 
one shall -be- compelled to defend 
Canada in any circumstances, in any 
-theatre of war beyond the territorial 
limits of Canada. This, to\ me, is an 

‘impossiblé and unthinkable position for 
_the country to assume.”

Hitler Anxious 
Hitler.in his speech_on Sunday could 
not hide the seriousness of the' situation 
Yacing the German people for’even the 
dictators cannot get along without reveal- 
ing conditions facing them. Hitler told 
the people that Germany had had a hard 
time during the winter but he claimed 
that Germany had won the defensive 
‘winter campaign, He spoke of the winter 
ms the cause of the trouble which had 
faced the German armies and “threatened 
catastrophe,” which he claimed he had 
_mastered. Hitler always has Napoleon in 
mind and he spoke of what he called the 
psychological’ burden which in 1812 de- 
stroyed the French armies of Napoleon. . 
The German Fuehrer in giving the 
winter credit for the problems facing the 
Germans on the Russian front-repeated 
his former claim that the ~winter was the 
worst in 140 years which would take the 
time of a like winter to 1802, ten years 
before Napoleon invaded Russia, The in- 
tention is obvious—he tries to show that 
Germany had not retreated but had re- 
tired to defensive positions, He criticized 
the. Soviets for sacrificing men and gave 
the Russians no credit for strategy, though
